SMASHES FOUR IN NATIONAL 
Au. EVENTS IN CHICAGO

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, April 10.—Norman Ross, 
the human submarine of the Olym- 
pic Club, San Francisco, shaved 
twelve seconds off the world’s rec- 
a for the 500-yard National A.A. 
v. swim tonight, when he paddled 
the distance in 5:53 2-5. It was one 
of the most remarkable exhibitions 
of time defying notating seen in a 
Chicago pool in years. 

While traveling the route the 
coast phenom, who has been train- 
ing at Camp Dix, set world marks 
at 330, 400 and 440 yards. At the 
330-yard notch he was ten seconds 
ahead of the record, fourteen sec- 
onds in front at the 400-yard post 
and eight in advance at the quar- 
ter. In his last sixty yards he threw 
more power into his trudgeon crawl 
and finished an even dozen seconds 
ahead of the mark. 

It was Ross's race from the out- 
set, although Buddie Wallen. the 
youthful Great Lakes representa- 
tive, pursued him closely at times. 
Wallen's pace was consistent, but at 
the finish he was forty yards behind 
the soldier. Wallen's time also was 
figured under the records. 

Simonson of the Hamilton Club 
surprised the gallery by outstroking 
Herman Laubis of Great Lakes, 
who was the star of the ten-mile 
Mississippi River swims a few years 
ago.

ASHINGTON, April 10.— 

Warning of a new German

“May I also refer to a speech de- 
livered by the late John Redmond 
at Mansion House, Dublin, when he 
was addressing a recruiting meeting 
there? He said: The heart of Ire- 
land has been profoundly moved by 
the spectacie of the heroism and suf- 
ferings of Beigium. The other day 
in London I met Cardinal Arch- 
bishop Mercier, and I took the lib- 
erty of promising him then that Ire-, 
land would bring her arms and her! 
strength to avenge Louvain and to 
uphold and defend the integrity and 
independence of Belgium. 

.“*Belgium, Poland, Alsace-Lor- 
raine and France. Those are words 
for the Irish people to think over. 
There never was a wer in which 
higher and nobler issues were at 
stake. I have heard some people 
speak of this war as an English and 
not an Irish war. That is absolutely 
and definitely untrue. Ireland's 
highest imperial interests are at 
stake.’

Ireland's Attitude on Compul- 
sory Service is Crux.

LONDON, April 10.—Most of the 
morning newspapers agree with the 
principles of Premier Lloyd George’s 
man-power appeal. There is no 
quarrel with it, but several pape 
declare there is need for caution. 

The Daily Mail says; however, that 
the choice which is now being made 
is between victory and defeat, 
adding: 

No faint-heartedness of the sur- 
vivors. must make the sacrifice of 
our dead in vain.” 

There is no other course than that 
proposed, it adds, “as Russia has 
failed us and the United States has 
not been able to send us armies in 
time.” 
Tue paper says that Irishmen 
cannot be excluded when men of 
50 in England are being called up 
for service. 

On the other hand, the Dally News 
agrees that whatever steps will fur- 
ther the prosecution of the war must 
be adopted, but says: 

“In striking a balance we must 
satisfy ourselves that the gain will 
be more than the loss 

The paper then deals with the 
Irish proposal, which, it says, seems 
like “midsummer madness,” adding: 

“For every battalion it brings in 
it will mean the loss of two needed 
to hold in check an indignant peo- 
ple, stung once more into open re- 
bellion.”

UNBROKEN 


Few Deep Salients 
Only Driven. 


British and Portuguese are 
Bravely Holding Under 
Awful Onslaught. 


Unprecedented. Bombard- 


ments from Ypres, in 
Belgium, to La Bassee. 


ROM the south of Ypres in 
Belgium to the region of La 
Bassee, in France, the new of- 
fensive of the Germans is being 
carried out with great. despera- 
tion, with thousands of men, 
under cover of unprecedented 
bombardments of the Allied 
rear lines, endeavoring to 
pierce the bravely defended 
fronts held by the British and 
Portuguese—and now also at 
some unnamed point by Ameri- 
cans, says the Associated Press. 
On several sectors of the new 
twenty-mile ‘battle line a few 
deep salients have been driven 


the Germans nowhere have been 
able to break through, the line 
merely bending back under the 
great pressure. Particularly 
deep are wedges northwest of 
‘Armentieres and northwest of 
La Bassee—salients which seem 
to make certain the evacuation 
by the British of Armentieres 
and to threaten seriously the im- 
portant railroad junction of 
Bethune. British positions south- 
west of Armentieres, lying be- 
tween the Rivers Lys and Doube, 
north of Armentieres along the 
five-mile front between the 
Ploegsteert wood and the Wyt- 
schaete-Messines Ridge have 
been pressed back by the Ger- 
mans. East of La Bassee, 
Givenchy hill, the key to 
Bethune, has been tenaciously 
held by the British and the town 
of Givenchy retaken, while to 
the north in the region of Ypres 
the enemy's attacks against the 
high ground about the Messines 
ridge everywhere have been de- 
jcisively repulsed. The British 
in recapturing Givenchy made 
nearly a thousand German pris- 
oners.

Nation Clearly Aflame with War Spirit; 
x Daily Totals to Begin Today. | 


ASHINGTON, April 10.—Of- 
ficial subscriptions to the Lib- 
erty Loan in the New York 

Federal Reserve District amounted 
tonight to $157,097,360. The figures 
were made public by the Federal 
Reserve Bank with the permission 
of the Treasury Department. Om 
celal subscriptions for the same pe-

man, of the Southern California 
Edison Company, bruised and 
lacerated from a fall over a twenty- 
foot embankment, and badly burned 
by acid from broken battery jars, 
were pinned for nearly half an 
hour under the wreckage of the 
car, while other motorists worked 
desperately to release them. 

The accident happened early to- 
day when the car driven by Mr.

HERE IN WANT. 


Many Families of Men with 
Colors Suffering. 


Practical Patriots’ League 
Appeals for Aid. 


Unavoidable Delays Holding 


up Payments. 


Declaring that there are hundreds 
of Los Angeles families of men serv- 
ing the nation in the army and navy 
who are in a serious plight because 
of unavoidable delays in making 
disbursements of government allot- 
ments and allowances, the Practica! 
Patriots’ League, through its chair- 
man, J. C. Drake, vesterday issued 
an urgent appeal for financial afd 
to tide over the temporary emer- 
gency. 

“There is only one thing to do,’ 
the appeal states, and that is to 
make it the business of the whole 
community to see to it that none of 
these women and children suffers 
for food and clothing or shelter or 
other necessities of life until this 
crisis is passed. 

ONE FAMILY’S WANT. 

The league chairman gives the 
following specific instance of suffer- 
ing to the family of a Los Angeles 
man in the navy: 

“A chief machintst's mate had 
left the navy, had a position in Los 
Angeles which paid him $150 a 
month, had a wife and three chu 
dren. When the war started his 
skill and experience were badly 
needed in the navy, and he felt that 
he must go. He secured his old 
rating, which paid him $83.50 a 
month: a an allotment of $60 a 
a month to His family, and went to 
sea. In October, under the new law, 
he made the allotment of half his 
Pay, $41.59 per month, expecting 
that his family would receive also 
$18.50 a month, balance of the wol- 
untary’ allotment, and ($37. 50 a 
month allowance. 

“It takes two months bie mail to 
go to and fram his ship. Some er- 
ror has been made somewhere, and 
since November the family has been 
receiving only the $18.60 per 
month.” 


‘DELAY UNAVOIDABLE. 


The league states its belief that 
the delay in making payments has 
been unavoidable. “It is one of the 
inevitable consequences of the build- 
ing of a war-making machine in a 
hurry, and from the ground up,“ the 
statement says. “To say that it Was 
avoidable, to scold the government 
for ‘falling down,’ to criticise the 
war insurance department or the al- 
lotment divisions of the army or the 
navy, is not going to provide for the 
women and children and old men 
who are in absolute waht. It must 
be the business of every patriotic 
man and woman in the next few 
weeks to make certain that there is 
no family of a man with the colors 
which is suffering in proud silence. 
The erisis may last another month, 
which is a long time to be came tui 
food.”’

James H. Pope, public defender 
in police courts, formally announced 
his candidacy yesterday for police 
judge in the August primaries.

“The family flour bin and the 
grocers’ shelves are practically bare 
of wheat flour and other essential 
cereals today and there will be no 
supplies until the new harvest, at 
least four months hence. The pres- 
ent wheat and cereal substitute 
shortage is due to heavy shipments 
to the Allied nations as a military 
necessity of the greatest import, 


and not to any conditions over 
which the Food Adm has 
had control. 


“The situation today means just

CONTEMPT CASE 
NEARLY ENDED: 


Close Evidence in Broadway 
Assessment Action. 
Alleged Works Board Violated 
Order of Court. 


Testimony 
Ruled Out by Judge. 


“The testimony was closed before 
Judge Shenk yesterday in the con- 
tempt proceedings against the Board 
of Public Works for alleged viola- 
tion of a court order with reference 
to adding a 5 per cent. penalty for 
failure to pay assessments in the 
Broadway opening case. Arguments 
will start today. E. M. Nutting, one 
of the plaintiffs in the action, was 
not represented in court, and Judge 
Shenk dismissed the case as to him. 
The Rindge Company and Alvina 
Murphy remain as plaintiffs. 

In the former trial of this case, 
which involved the opening of 
Broadway from Tenth street south, 
Judge Works refused to permit any 
testimony establishing the allegation 
of Yraud raised by the plaintiffs. This 
fraud centered around the state- 
ment that certain property interests 
had presented a petition, alleging 
that the block between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets should not be as- 
sessed because it has been dedicated 
as a street to the city free of in- 
cum brance. 

HINT AT “INFLUENCE.” 

It was further alleged that the 
city authorities in preparing the as- 
sessment were influenced by the im- 
portunities of the property owners 
represented -by the petition to the 
prejudice of the interests of the 
plaintiffs" property, which wag as- 
sessed exorbitantly high for that 
reason. 

In the hearing before Judge 
Shenk, he overruled the objections 
of the city to any testimony along 
that line. The result was that R. 
A. Rowan, Robert Marsh, Louis 
Isaacs and Max F. Ihmsen testified 
to the luncheon at the Alexandria, 
at which Col. Schreiber of the street 
department was present. They 
stated that the merits of the as- 
sessment were not discussed, and no 
request was made of Col. Schreiber 
except thet he hurry the proceeding 


along. 
CHARGE DENIED. 


The Rindge Company charged 
that the amount of the assessment 
wes affected by the importunities of 
the property owners, including those 
at the luncheon, but Col. Schreiber 
denied this. He said he did not 
know anything about the petition, or 
the fact that it had been presented, 
and prepared the assessment him- 
self, presented it to the Board of 
Public Works, which approved it, 
and sent it to the City Council. A 
protest against the assessment was 
filed by the Rindge company and 
others, and denied, His pre tion 
of the assessment, he said, was not 
based on any claims made by prop- 
erty owners, but it was prepared 
solely with the view of distributing 
the amount of the awards for dam- 
ages on the property in the district 
according to benefits. 

Judge Shenk will rule on this 
question as well as the charge of 
contempt after arguments have 
been made by the attorneys.

O6RMER Judge Frank A. Kelly, 
F for eighteen years a resident 

of Los Angeles, died on Tues- 
day, and this efternoon at 2 o'clock 
impressive funeral services will be 
conducted at the family residence, 
No. 836 Westlake avenue. For fif- 
teen years the deceased was a mem- 
ber of the Republican State Central 
Committee in Ohio, and during that 
time was a personal friend of the 
martyred President McKinley and an 
associate of Mark Hanna. When ap- 


pointed judge of the Superior Court 
in Ohio he was only 26 years old 
and was the youngest man appoint- 
ed in that State to such a position. 

During his residence in this city 
Judge Kelly devoted his time to oil 
interests, and he was an authority 
on land locations and oil laws. He 
had a wide circle of friends. Be- 
sides his widow, Mrs. Laura T. Kel- 
ly, he leaves four children, Donald 
K. and Walter Kelly, Mrs. Frank 8. 
Thorpe and Mrs. George A. Thorpe, 
the two daughters having married 
two brothers. All of the children 
except Mrs. Frank Thorpe, who 15 at 
the country home in Alta Loma, are 
in this city. 

Mr. Kelly was born in New Lex- 
ington, O., in 1855. He was gred- 
uated from Ohio Wesleyan Universi- 
ty in 1875, and at once commenced 
the practice of law. Two years later 
his father died, and the young at- 
torney was elevated to the judge- 
ship in his father’s place. He fin- 
ished out the unexpired term, and 
was twice elected to the judgeship. 
Following this he was elected to the 
State Legislature for three terms, 
and then Yor fifteen years occupied 
a prominent place in the political 
life of Ohio, having a large part in 
the election of President McKinjey. 

Few men were -better known 
Los Angeles Masonic circles than 
former Judge Kelly. He was a char- 
ter member of Westlake Masonic 
Lodge No. 392, and, with Champ 8. 
Vance, signed the first petition for 
the organization of this lodge in 
1907. He therefore became the dean 
of that lodge, as the petition at first 
contained the names of only the 
two men. Later fourteen additional 
names were added to the original

petition, and these men are 
charter -members of the lodge, and 
from this number the pallbearers 
for this afternoon's service have 
been selected. They are Champ 8. 
Vance, Will A. Hammel, Will Hum- 
phreys, H. M. Hurd, J. W. Miller 
and James A. Webster. This lodge 
now has a membership of 635, be- 
ing one of the largest of the Masonic 
orders. 

Dean MacCormack of St. Paul's 
Pro-Cathedral will be in charge of 
the funeral ceremony as Chaplain of 
Westlake Lodge and as Grand Chap- 
lain of the California State Masonic 
Lodge. Interment wi be at Ever- 
green.
